A WELL attended public 
meeting in Lyme Regis 
came down strongly in 
favour of reopening the 
Club for Young People in 
Church Street. 

The club has been closed 
for several years with a re¬ 
cent survey declaring the 
former Church Hall unfit 
for purpose after a survey 
revealed that it needed at 
least £250,000 spent on it. 

But a county council of¬ 
ficial revealed at the meet¬ 
ing held at St Michael’s 
primary School on Friday 


that the inspection was 
only a “quick and dirty” 
survey. 

The findings, however, 
resulted in a new initiative 
whereby the Woodroffe 
School would run the 
building as part of their 
business studies course 
and then allow it to be 
used, in conjunction with 
the Dorset Yoth Services, 
as a youth club, being 
abandoned. 

But John Nash, head of 
children’s services for 
Dorset County Council,

agreed to carry out a more 
comprehensive survey of 
the premises, together with 
a more accurate assess¬ 
ment of the cost of repairs, 
after residents made it 
clear their preferred option 
for better youth facilities 
for Lyme was the reopen¬ 
ing of the young people’s 


club. He made the commit¬ 
ment after county council¬ 
lor Colonel Geoffrey 
Brierly called for “a sec¬ 
ond opinion”. 

The meeting was co-or¬ 
dinated by the Lyme Regis 
Youth Consortium and 
chaired by West Dorset

ANDREW Blake has been involved with local ama¬ 
teur dramatics from the age of seven. 

Next week he takes to the stage as Rolo in Burton 
Bradstock's pantomime Goody Two Shoes, his 
fourth production with the group. 

Andrew will be familiar to many for his youth 
work, with the Dorset Library service and his vol¬ 
unteer work at the Cancer research UK shop in 
Bridport. 

Andrew started as a Saturday assistant at Brid¬ 
port Library at 16 and has worked his way up to 
become a Reading and Learning Librarian, work¬ 
ing to encourage young people to use libraries 
across the county. 

Andrew's love of amateur dramatics began when 
he joined Theatrama as a child. Since then he has 
performed a number of shows with Bridport Op¬ 
eratic Workshop and productions with his school 
were taken to the Edinburgh Festival. 

He later went on to study Drama and English at 
the University of the West of England in Bristol. 

Andrew's other passion is for travelling and he 
has visited Russia, Lithuania, Sri Lanka to name a 
few, since taking part in the Bridport Youth Club 
Japanese Exchange at the age of 17. 


■ WHAT do you like most about West Dorset? 

I particularly love living within walking distance of the 
beach and it’s a great piece of coastline to walk along. 

I also love the range of cultural events and activities we 
have in Bridport and the surrounding towns and the fact 
that people really get involved in these and make them 
so successful and great fun. 

■ WHAT is your favourite show you have been in¬ 
volved with? 

I would say my favourite play was “A Murder is An¬ 
nounced” with Burton Bradstock Players. It was an 
Agatha Christie murder mystery which was a great mix 
of humour and suspense. 

■ WHAT are your best and worst moments on 
stage? 

My worst moment on stage was probably one perform¬ 
ance of “A Murder is Announced”; my costume was a 
thick woolly jumper and a long university scarf. It was 
on during a bit of a heat wave and between the costume, 
the weather and the hot lights, I dripped my way through 
the performance. I think we still put on a good show but 
it’s certainly the most uncomfortable I’ve ever been on 
stage. 

My favourite moment on stage was probably “Love 
Marilyn” at the Edinburgh Fringe. Not only was it a great 
experience to be up in Edinburgh at festival time, but two 
thirds of the way through our run a lot of our props were 
stolen. For many people that would have been the end of 
the show but actually it brought the group together and 
encouraged us to put on an even better performance. The 
sense of camaraderie on stage was a really great feeling. 

■ WHO are the best actors/actresses you have 
worked with? 



I’ve really enjoyed every show I’ve been in and think I’ve 
worked with some really great people. I’m currently re¬ 
ally enjoying working with my comic partner Gill East, 
who plays Polo to my Rolo in “Goody Two Shoes”. 

■ WHO has impressed you in this year's pan¬ 
tomime? 

We have three young people in big important roles: Amy 
Van Zyl (who plays Goody), Tom Wilson (who plays 
Goody’s brother Teddy) and Ollie Turner (who plays the 
Elf Cobbler). They are all great as their characters and 
are really good fun to work with. 

■ DO you prefer to play the hero or the villain? 

I’ve been lucky to play some great characters, both he¬ 
roes and villains and I would say that as long as the char¬ 
acter is written well I like playing either. It’s often said 
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that baddies have more fun but I’ve had great fun playing 
goodies and I am loving playing the slightly incompetent 
but well meaning Rolo. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party and why? 

I think I would like to have Terry Pratchett, Suggs from 
Madness and Michael Palin. Terry Pratchett was the first 
author I ever really got hooked on and I still am. Suggs is 
a great singer and Michael Palin is one of the funniest ac¬ 
tors you could hope to see. He’s worked with some great 
stars and has visited some amazing places in his docu¬ 
mentaries for the BBC. All three of these, I think, would 
provide a varied and interesting conversation. 

■ IF you won the lottery how would you spend the 
money? 

After all the noble and charitable deeds I would of course 
do, including treating Katherine and my family. I would 
like to use some of it to see even more of the world. I 
would love to travel to Egypt and also to see the Inca 
trails in Peru. A Season Ticket at Stamford Bridge would 
of course be a priority. On a local level I would love to 
ensure the continuation of Bridport’s Japanese Exchange 
Programme as I feel it was an amazing experience for me 
at 17-years-old and I think many other young people 
could benefit from being involved with it. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, CD you listened 
to and film you watched? 

The last book I read was The Hunger Games by Suzanne 
Collins; I like to read a lot of fiction for young adults as 
part of my job and this was a great story satirising reality 
television whilst encouraging people to question authority 
and their own morals. The last CD I listened to was Easy 
Star’s Lonely Hearts Dub Band it is a cover of the entire 
Sgt Pepper album but each song is a done as a reggae ver¬ 
sion. The last film I saw was Toy Story 2 in 3D.

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Big support for youth club reopening

MP Oliver Letwin, who 
said he was aware of some 
tension between the vari¬ 
ous factions and he hoped 
these could be put aside to 
“make this work for the fu¬ 
ture”. 

“We will work better if 


we all co-operate and not 
worry about issues which 
arose in the past. We need 
to get over this and move 
forward,” he said. 

Councillor Holman, 
chairman of the Lyme 
Youth Consortium, wel¬ 
comed the county officials 


and gave a resume of the 
activity over the past few 
months, concluding that 
the meeting had “potential 
to move forward”. 

Marcus Dixon, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of Lyme Regis De¬ 
velopment Trust, who set 
up the InSPARation Cafe, 
put forward one solution to 
the lack of youth services. 

He suggested that the 
county library in Silver 
Street could be moved to 
St Michael’s Business 
Centre, where planning 
permission had been ob¬ 
tained for an extension, 
and run alongside Ly- 
meNet. 

The library building 
could then be used as a 
youth centre, possibly 
being demolished in the 
future and replaced with a 
purpose-built construction 


on the same site. 

He pointed out that the 
library was only open for 
20 hours a week but Ly- 
meNet operated for 37 
hours so it would help to 
protect both amenities. 

Mr Nash spoke about the 
possibility of the existing 
club for young people 
being used by the 
Woodroffe School and 
county youth services but 
the survey precluded this 
from happening. 

He did agree, however, 
to a second more compre¬ 
hensive survey being car¬ 
ried out and made public. 

On the question of fund¬ 
ing, Mr Nash said the 
county allocated £25,000 a 
year to youth facilities 
compared to £45,000 a 
year in Beaminster where 
they operated a youth club. 


Following concerns ex¬ 
pressed over the restricted 
opening times of the In¬ 
SPARation Cafe, Mr Tom 
Corban, head of youth 
services, said he was pre¬ 
pared to comit more man¬ 
power resources to Lyme. 

One member of the pub¬ 
lic questioned why other 
venues in the town, such as 
the primary school and 
Woodmead Halls, had not 
be investigated for possi¬ 
ble use. 

Another questioned the 
town council’s priorities in 
borrowing £500,000 to¬ 
wards the Marine Parade 
shelters regeneration 
whilst the young people 
went without. 

Deputy Mayor Owen 
Lovell said many people in 
the town did not under¬ 
stand why it needed so 


much money to put the 
young people’s club back 
into use. 

He thought it was in the 
best interests of the town 
to keep the building open 
and he did not think it was 
impossible to move budg¬ 
ets around so some help 
could come from the town 
council. 

Town councillor and 
young people’s club 
trustee Ken Meech said it 
was unfair that Beaminster 
received more resources 
than Lyme Regis. 

“More money should 
come to Lyme Regis,” he 
said. 

He stressed that the 
trustees had an open mind 
about possible solutions 
and wanted to act in the 
best interests of the young 
people, but he did not rule

“He is obviously a key 
decision-maker and we 
now have our first chance 
to strike up a relationship. 

“Among the points we 
wish to raise will be to 
seek his views on the fu¬ 
ture of the Three Cups and 
to establish the strength of 
his long term commitment 
to the town and the people 
of Lyme Regis.” 

Mr Dover has also been 
given a second opportunity 
to address the town coun¬ 
cil’s Community Plan Im- 
plementatiion Committee 
tonight (Wednesday). 

The committee wants to 
hear the views of the Three 
Cups action group follow¬ 
ing the report on the feasi¬ 
bility of re-opening the 
hotel. 

In a further development, 
town councillors have 
been asked to nominate 
three of their members to 
join a working group in¬ 
volving Palmers Brewery, 
their advisors, plus officers 
and members of West 


Dorset District Council. 

Palmers say they wish to 
set up the working group 
to discuss a way forward 
for the Three Cups which 
would benefit the town 
and be financially viable. 

♦ AN historic buildings 
report on the former Three 
Cups Hotel in Lyme Regis 
says that the building 
frontage makes “a very im¬ 
portant contribution to¬ 
wards the character and 
appearance of the Lyme 
Regis conservation area”. 

The report, commis¬ 
sioned by Palmers Brew¬ 
ery from Forum Heritage 
Services, also says that 
th”is built upon an earlier 
building of some consider¬ 
able historic and architec¬ 
tural interest”. 

Historic buildings con¬ 
sultants Sam Hale and 
James Webb mention the 
theory that a sketch of the 
Cobb by the young JRR 
Tolkien was drawn from a 
room at The Three Cups, 
but failed to uncover any 
new evidence that clinches 


the location for certain. 

The appraisal was car¬ 
ried out in November 2009 
and comprises a visual sur¬ 
vey of the building, refer¬ 
ence to historic maps and 
documentary research into 
the building’s associations, 
which was undertaken at 
the Dorset History Centre 
in Dorchester. Additional 
information was kindly 
supplied by John Dover of 
Lyme Regis Museum. 

Nigel Jones of Chester¬ 
ton Humberts, property 
agents for Palmers, said: 
“The report provides a 
thorough background to 
the building’s history. 

“As a result of this report 
and the earlier report con¬ 
firming the non-viability 
of the property as an hotel, 
Palmers are currently con¬ 
sulting widely with the 
local community to find a 
way forward for the site 
which is commercially vi¬ 
able.”

PC Richard Winward 
spoke about the difficulty 
of reprimanding young 
people misbehaving in the 
streets when they had 
nowhere to go. The only 
place they could send 
them was home. 

Mr Nash said no money 
was available at county 
hall for the building of 
new youth centres. 

“We do not have 
£250,000 to spend on the 
young people’s centre,” he 
added. 

Asked whether it was 


possible for the young 
people’s club to give the 
premises to the county, Mr 
Nash did not think that 
was realistic as it was a 
“valuable asset”. 

Parent Les Herbert said 
he could not see what else 
the building could be used 
for and he was sure they 
could raise the money to 
get it reopened. 

The meeting agreed by a 
large majority that a sec¬ 
ond survey be carried out 
so they could see whether 
it was possible to raise 
enough money to reopen 
the centre.

Council staff raise £750 
for air ambulance service 


THE Dorset and Somerset Air Am¬ 
bulance have received a funding 
boost from the district council to 
help keep them in the air. 

Staff at the West Dorset District 
Council, led by Chairman Council¬ 
lor Ronald Coatsworth, raised 
£750 for the service. 

He said: “I would like to thank all 
staff and fellow councillors who 
rallied round to help raise funds for 
this worthy cause. 

“Staff organised book sales, cake 
sales and arranged sponsored 
events. A quiz was also arranged 
to generate cash. I would like to 
thank everyone who worked hard 
to help raise this money. 

“I have chosen to raise funds for 
the air ambulance because it is a 
local cause which regularly bene¬ 
fits people across West Dorset.” 

It costs £3,800 a day to operate 
the Dorset and Somerset Air Am¬ 
bulance or about £1.4 million a 
year. The air ambulance receives 
no government funding and relies 
entirely on fundraising and spon¬ 
sorship. 

Paul Owen, Air Crew Paramedic, 
said: “It is great to receive support 
from local people. We are a busy 
service and get called out to an av¬ 
erage of three jobs a day. 

“About a third of our calls are to 
road traffic accidents and we make 
a difference because we can get in¬ 
jured people to the right hospital 


much faster than a land ambulance. 
Recently we had to rush a patient 
to hospital in Bath, which would 
have taken a land ambulance 45 
minutes, but we got there in less 
than ten. This makes a difference 
and can save lives.” 

Annette Plaistow-Trapaud, 
Dorset and Somerset Air Ambu¬ 
lance fundraising co-ordinator, 
said: “I would like to thank West 
Dorset District Council staff and 
councillors for raising money for 
the air ambulance. 


“We pride ourselves on having an 
outstanding air ambulance emer¬ 
gency service. In the decade since 
our launch we have attended 
nearly 7,000 incidents - many of 
them life-saving. The ambulance 
answers emergency calls 365 days 
of the year so our fundraising has 
to be constant. 

“We are a local charity and un¬ 
like many national charities rely on 
local support, so help from local 
organisations like West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council is vital.”

Farewell to Marine Parade eyesore 


SEAFRONT strollers in Lyme Regis have bid farewell 
to a familiar but much maligned talking point - the Bay 
Hotel annexe. 

After a long fight with planners, Larry Gibbons, former 
owner of the Bay Hotel, was granted permission to de¬ 
molish the annexe to one of the Marine Parade’s most 
distinctive builders and replace it with a cafe with living 
accommodation over. 

Original plans were withdrawn following complaints 
that the design was too 21st century for Lyme’s popular 
seasfront but amended plans finally won the approval of 
West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil planners. 

Great interest has been 
taken in the demolition of 
the annexe, with some ex¬ 
pressing concern about 
possible subsidence. 

However, work by John 
Hansford Limited is pro¬ 
gressing well and the an¬ 
nexe has now disapperead 
to be replaced by a huge 
hole where the new build¬ 
ing will be sited. 

The demolition has also 
revealed the sign of the old 
Bay Hotel which was built 
early in the 1900s. 

Mr Gibbons has since 
sold the apartments and 
restuarant at the Bay Hotel

Polio (or Infantile Paral¬ 
ysis) has been around 
since 1500BC, when it 
was recorded in Egypt. 
Millions of people were 
paralysed or died as a re¬ 
sult of the disease, and 
there were particularly se¬ 
vere epidemics around the 
world in the mid 20th cen¬ 
tury. No respector of per¬ 
sons, Franklin D 
Roosevelt’s paralysis was 
the result of polio, and he 
was behind major research 
efforts to find a cure for 
the disease. 

Many of us can remem¬ 
ber the high incidence of 
polio in the 1940s and 50s. 
Some of the patients had 
to live in an iron lung for a 
while to help them 
breathe, and all too often a 
legacy of the disease was 
permanent paralysis of 
limbs - for instance some 
people had to wear steel 
leg braces ever afterwards 
to maintain at least a de¬ 
gree of mobility. 

Then in the late 1950s, 
firstly the Salk and then 
the Sabine vaccines were 
developed. Across the de¬ 
veloped world, these vac¬ 
cines were routinely 
offered to the whole popu¬ 
lation, and in these coun¬ 
tries the incidence of polio 
immediately reduced al- 
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most to zero. 

However, the lack of 
medical facilities and 
funding meant that the de¬ 
veloping world did not 
benefit from this relief. In 
1985, a study by Rotary 
International and the 
World Health Organisa¬ 
tion (WHO) estimated that 
there were still 350,000 
cases of Polio around the 
world every year. To¬ 
gether with UNESCO, 
they therefore launched 
the “Polio Plus” initiative 
with the aim of eradicating 
Polio over the next 20 
years or so. 

By 2007, there were less 
than 1,500 cases in the 
year but it was recognized 
that a big final push was 
needed to complete the 
task. Bill Gates - founder 
of Microsoft - offered to 
donate $355m towards the 
goal of finally eliminating 
Polio from the world by 
2012 provided Rotary 
contributed $200m. And 
good progress is being 
made towards this goal. 

Already, by 2009 the 
number of endemic coun¬ 
tries had been reduced 
from 125 in 1985 to just 
four - India, Pakistan, 
Afghanistan and Nigeria - 
and there were only 1,000 
cases of polio worldwide. 
And since each dose of 
vaccine costs just 40p, al¬ 
ready over five million 
children have been pro¬ 
tected from disability and 
250,000 deaths have been 
averted. 

The financial target is, of 
course, a huge challenge 
to Rotarians. Although 
clubs the world over have 
already raised $100m, 
they must ensure that mo¬ 
mentum is maintained. 
Here in UK the campaign 
is organized under the 
banner of the “Thanks for 
Life” appeal. 

In Lyme Regis, our Ro¬ 
tarians are donating the 
proceeds of their Soup and 
Ploughman’s event held 
on Monday, and will hold 
street collections over the 
weekend of February 
20th/21 st. A further event 
is planned for the summer, 
and meanwhile staff and 
pupils of St Michael’s 
School are working with 
Rotarians in support of the 
appeal. 

John McCallum, Presi¬ 
dent of the Rotary Club of 
Lyme Regis, observes that 
in 1980, the WHO led the 
effort that succeeded in 
eliminating Smallpox 
from the world. 

This proved it can be 
done. With Rotary and 
UNESCO alongside 

WHO, the world is now 
on the brink of eliminating 
Polio. 

Here in Lyme Regis, our 
Rotarians appeal to every¬ 
body to give generously, 
either at the events men¬ 
tioned above or by making 
a donation using the form 
above.

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'Hysterical' coverage of drugs issues

■ I MUST express my 
concern over the recent 
somewhat hysterical cov¬ 
erage of the issue of drugs 
in Lyme Regis and, in par¬ 
ticular, the repeated refer¬ 
ences to The Woodroffe 
School in the various arti¬ 
cles published recently. 

I feel strongly that it is 
important to put forward 
the school’s view of the sit¬ 
uation and thus correct 
some of the misinforma¬ 
tion which will inevitably 
percolate into the local 
population unless a more 
balanced and sanguine 
view is put forward. 

First, as the head teacher 


of a secondary school, I 
have no illusions regard¬ 
ing the extent of drug use 
amongst young people, 
both nationally and lo¬ 
cally. What I do have, 
however, is tremendous 
faith in the good sense and 


discrimination of the 
young people who attend 
The Woodroffe School. 
There are undoubtedly stu¬ 
dents at the school who get 
involved with drug related 
activities but they are a mi¬ 
nority group and their in¬ 


fluence on the school and 
the majority of its students 
is minimal. 

The school works in¬ 
credibly hard to educate its 
students about the dangers 
of drug taking and has, for 
years, worked closely with 
the police and other agen¬ 
cies to ensure that we are 
doing all we can to lessen 
the impact of drugs on our 
community. Any indica¬ 
tion of drugs in school is 
dealt with swiftly and thor¬ 
oughly: students at 

Woodroffe know that in¬ 
volvement in drugs on the 
premises will inevitably 
lead to exclusion and, as a 
result, we rarely encounter 
problems on site with 
drugs. 

Students are wise to the 
fact that Woodroffe is not 
the place to carry drugs of 
any kind; indeed, we are 
one of the few schools in 
the country which still reg¬ 
ularly excludes for smok¬ 


ing. Sometimes, it has to 
be said, working with the 
police and other local 
agencies is difficult, 
mainly due to the fact that 
those organisations are 
hamstrung by regulations 
which, it seems to me, ac¬ 
tively prevent them from 
tackling misuse of drugs in 
the community. Wood¬ 
roffe works very closely 
with the police and always 
passes on information re¬ 
garding drug use, sus¬ 


pected suppliers and other 
drugs related rumours. Far 
too frequently, however, 
any real action is pre¬ 
vented by the understand¬ 
able need for much more 
specific evidence than we 
can offer. 

Frequently members of 
staff feel very frustrated by 
the fact that suspected 
drug takers or even dealers 
are known in the commu¬ 
nity but, due to the restric¬ 
tions placed on the police 


in terms of standards of 
evidence and, it is also true 
to say, by the lack of re¬ 
sources, very little can be 
done. 

It is my firm conviction 
- and that of the staff and 
governors of the school - 
that Woodroffe has one of 
the lowest rates of drug 
use among students of any 
school in the country. The 
last two Ofsted reports 
confirm this view, fre¬ 
quently commenting upon 


how safe students feel 
here. Parents are aware 
that we have very high 
standards in terms of be¬ 
haviour and that involve¬ 
ment with drugs inevitably 
leads to exclusion. 

It is vital therefore that 
this view should be set 
against recent local media 
coverage of drug related 
incidents in the area.

Bus must serve all community 


■ I WAS interested to read in your 
paper of the draft timetable currently 
being considered for the town bus serv¬ 
ice. 

The proposed changes suggest that the 
bus will only call at Hallet Court, and 
therefore Henry’s Way, by request. Such 
a change will ensure no-one can rely on 
alighting the bus at either of thses points, 
thus denying access to the town bus 
service to those unable to walk to 
Kingsway which is the nearest point 
where they can rely on a bus arriving to 
pick them up. 

As Hallet Court is specifically de¬ 
signed to cater for older and disabled 
people, I find these proposed changes 


extradordinary as well as unacceptable 
and unnecessary. It was unclear if the 
bus will now make any trips to the Cobb 
in the afternoon. 

Many residents on this side of hill 
enjoy the seafront and an afternoon serv¬ 
ice from the Cobb makes the trip possi¬ 
ble for some who without it would not 
be able to get to and from the sea. 

The town bus is a wonderful service so 
please let us preserve it and ensure it 
serves all in the community. 

I would only add that the bus does 
keep many cars out of town and ensures 
many of us can remain active!

A question of democracy 


■ WEST Dorset District Council sadly classified my let¬ 
ter to Mr Clarke as “a complaint”. WDDC won’t attend 
an open session with Lyme residents, working only with 
‘Save Three Cups as Hotel Group’ (good), and Town 
Council (all absent from April’s Bridport public meeting, 
all but one absent from June’s Lyme meeting, all but one 
absent from October’s, Lyme?) In June all 235 attendees 
voted for compulsory purchase; next day 1,397 of 1,400 
people signed a compulsory purchase petition. 

Anyone feel it’s ‘limited democracy’ meeting the Town 
Council but not being prepared to openly talk with hun¬ 
dreds of residents? 

When I reported the crumbling Three Cups’ condition 
to a WDDC meeting (March 23rd 2009) an officer said 
curtly: “When we sent someone down there a few months 
ago, everything was perfectly alright!” When I asked if 
Palmers should act thereon he uttered: “That’s not 
Palmers’ current business objective.” 

I therefore called-in H&S Executive, forcing urgent 
WDDC safety action. Vital, as guttering had previously 
crashed 70 feet onto a public area and a tile had ripped 


into a neighbour’s car. Urgent structural repairs with scaf¬ 
folding followed, emergency railings, and later more 
structural internal work. Yet more work was required 
later, some implemented. 

I believe our whistle-blowing was severely resented, 
and incredibly, May 21 st , I was actually banned from fur¬ 
ther direct contact with Conservation/Building Control 
officers. (One reason for my approx weekly email to 
WDDC - their stated complaint - was ... I hardly ever re¬ 
ceived clear answers on council’s powers/actions. I still 
am unclear on these). 

Today the Cups’ condition is “severely dilapidated” 
(TRI report). 

I am sending WDDC some real complaints/questions 
now on other questions ignored. 

(If Community Alert writes less to View Letters in fu¬ 
ture, the fight for true facts/fairness/ democratic expres¬ 
sion nevertheless accelerates!)

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Lyme Matters

I HAVE written 
many times in this 
column over the 
years about my debt of 
gratitude to the boys’ 
club movement. 

As a member of Lyme 
Regis Boys Club, with 
our own club facilities 
in King’s Way, during 
the 1960s I was given a 
sense of purpose dur¬ 
ing my early teens and 
learned the importance 
of community spirit in 
a small town. 

Being a boys’ club 
member even led to a 
career in journalism 
from which I have 
gained so many experi¬ 
ences and opportuni¬ 
ties. 

The boys’ club was 
later moved to a new 
home in the former 
church hall in Church 
Street, brilliant new fa¬ 
cilities, and the old 
club building demol¬ 
ished to make way for 
more housing. 

Inevitably, a youth 
movement for boys 
only was deemed unac¬ 
ceptable in these more 
enlightened days and 
the organisation was 
changed to the associa¬ 
tion of young people’s 
clubs with girls being 
allowed to become 


bona fide members 
rather than occasional 
guests as they were in 
my youth. 

Actually, there were 
many occasions when 
we smuggled them 
through the back door 
in King’s Way behind 
the leader’s back, so 
the gentler sex were 
not completely forgot¬ 
ten! 

If we advance the 
clock a few more years 
we find the young peo¬ 
ple’s club closed down 
because the manage¬ 
ment committee feel 
the building to be no 
longer suitable (or fit 
for purpose in the cur¬ 
rent vernacular). 

Because of the pres¬ 
ence of the club, Lyme, 
unlike other West 
Dorset towns, does not 
have a county council 
run youth club and 
there has been much 
criticism over the 
years of the Dorset 
Youth Service for put¬ 
ting less resources into 
Lyme. 

The trustees who are 
now responsible for the 
Church Street building 
have tried to find a so¬ 
lution. There were 
hopes they could sell 
the building and 


plough the proceeds into 
a purpose-built new con¬ 
struction in Uplyme 
Road. They even per¬ 
suaded the town council 
to offer a £70,000 loan, in¬ 
terest free for two years, 
towards the project but 
it fell apart after encoun¬ 
tering planning difficul¬ 
ties. 

The trustees did man¬ 
age to find a buyer who 
agreed to a £10,000 non 
returnable deposit but 
this, too, fell by the way- 
side. 

The parochial church 
council have also been 
involved in this long 
saga as they placed a 
covenant on the build¬ 
ing to protect its future 
use after handing the 
premises over to the as¬ 
sociation of young peo¬ 
ple’s clubs. Changes to 
that covenant were re¬ 
cently made to ensure 
the building was always 
used for the benefit of 


the town’s youth. 

These discussions 
have taken place over a 
number of years and 
during that time the 
young people of Lyme 
have only had the In- 
SPARation Cafe in 
Church Street and youth 
nights at the Baptist 
Church for out of school 
activities. InSPARation 
has gone some way to 
fulfilling a need but it’s 
too restrictive in space 
and only opens one 
night a week, sometimes 
less than that, because 
of a lack of qualified su¬ 
pervisors. 

eelings have 
been running 
high in recent 
months with parents 
calling for the existing 
young people’s club to 
be reopened until a bet¬ 
ter facility can be found. 

Dialogue between the 
trustees and other inter¬ 
ested parties has not 


been good and there 
have been accusations 
flying to and fro. MP 
Oliver Letwin, aware 
that youth facilities 
were lacking much be¬ 
hind those in other parts 
of his constituency, got 
involved and a new 
body, the Lyme Youth 
Consortium, formed to 
co-ordinate future dis¬ 
cussions. 

This in itself caused 
more animosity with the 
trustees questioning the 
validity of such a group. 

Recently, however, 
there seemed to be a 
breakthrough with the 
county council and 
Woodroffe School in 
talks over joint use of 
the existing building if it 
could be brought back 
into use. 

The county agreed to 
carry out a survey on 
the premises but al¬ 
though it was just a 
“quick and dirty” assess¬ 


ment (the county’s de¬ 
scription) it was con¬ 
cluded that at least 
£250,000 was needed for 
repairs and the school 
had no option but to 
withdraw. 

It was with this back¬ 
ground that I went along 
to Friday’s public meet¬ 
ing, chaired by Mr 
Letwin, with a more 
than passing interest in 
efforts to find a solution. 

I suspect there was 
nervousness on both 
sides. Town councillors 
Ken Meech and David 
Cozens, both of whom 
have devoted much of 
their life to youth mat¬ 
ters in the town, repre¬ 
sented the trustees. 
They might well have 
felt they were walking 
into the lion’s den. 

All the talk in the town 
was that it was going to 
be a really fiery meeting, 
the sort we reporters 
love. Whilst there was 
plenty of plain speaking, 
it was a perfectly polite 
and positive gathering, 
thanks to Oliver 
Letwin’s relaxed chair¬ 
manship and a plea in 
his preamble that past 
difficulties should be put 
to one side. 

Marcus Dixon, from 
the Lyme Regis Develop¬ 


ment Trust, crucially 
involved in talks over 
the years, suggested 
using the library build¬ 
ing in Silver Street for 
a new youth club with 
the library moving to 
St Michael’s Business 
Centre to work along¬ 
side LymeNet. 

Whilst the county did 
not reject this idea 
completely, they did 
not think the business 
centre provided a suit¬ 
able alternative facil¬ 
ity. 

he most popu¬ 
lar way for¬ 
ward by far 
was to get another sur¬ 
vey and see exactly 
how much work was 
needed on the Church 
Street building and 
then set about raising 
that money to be able 
to re-open the young 
people’s club. 

It was a well attended 
meeting with a number 
of impassioned pleas 
being made to provide 
better facilities for our 
young people. 

One resident ques¬ 
tioned the town’s prior¬ 
ities by agreeing to 
borrow £500,000 to en¬ 
hance the Marine Pa¬ 
rade shelters whilst the 
youngsters went with¬ 


out. Big applause for 
that idea. 

There was also a 
round of applause for 
PC Richard Winward 
who said that when 
they admonished young 
people for misbehaving 
they only had one place 
to send them - home. 

Councillor Meech did 
his best to demonstrate 
that the trustees were 
prepared to consider 
all options, although he 
did not rule out the 
building being sold in 
the long term. 

Councillor Sally Hol¬ 
man co-ordinated the 
gathering on behalf of 
the Youth Consortium 
and was happy that a 
number of positive sug¬ 
gestions came out of 
the meeting. 

Oliver Letwin looked 
relieved that the meet¬ 
ing did not deteriorate 
into a shouting match, 
as so often happens, 
but Councillors Meech 
and Cozens will be left 
in no doubt that, on the 
views expressed at this 
meeting, the town 
would like to see every 
effort made to get the 
young people club’s 
open again rather than 
looking for alternative 
solutions.

‘DEAD... and Alive !’, the 
2010 Lyme Regis Fossil 
Festival, will celebrate the 
International Year of Biodi¬ 
versity. 

The rocks along the 
Jurassic Coast represent 
185 million years of earth’s 
history. The fossils in these 
rocks are essentially a 
record of prehistoric biodi¬ 
versity. From them we can 
learn about the evolution of 
life and the impact and 
causes of massive extinc¬ 
tion events, as well as hav¬ 
ing a window on 
ecosystems that vanished 
millions of years ago. 

The rocks local to Lyme 
Regis formed in the very 
earliest part of the Jurassic 
Period about 190-200 mil-

lion years ago. 

The environment here at 
this time was a tropical 
ocean with a stagnant and 
poisonous sea bed. This 
ocean was teeming with 
life but the conditions on 
the sea bed meant that the 
remains of dead creatures 
settling into the muddy sea 
bottom were protected 
from scavengers and be¬ 
came well preserved as 
fossils. For 
this reason 
Lyme Regis 
is one of the 
richest 
sources of 
fossils along 
the entire 
Jurassic 
Coast and 
internation¬ 
ally significant for both the 
fossil discoveries and the 
role it played in the history 
of geological sciences. 

One interesting link that 
can be drawn between the 
rock record and modern 
biodiversity is the impact 
of climate and environ¬ 
mental change. At the end 
of the Triassic Period, 
which preceeded the Juras¬ 
sic, there was a major ex¬ 
tinction event where at 
least half of the species 
known to have been living 
on earth at that point died 
out. 

By studying the fossil 
record we can learn much 
about the impacts of cli¬ 
mate change, which of 
course has implications for 
the threat climate change 
poses for modern biodiver¬ 
sity. 

Lyme ’ s soft-cliff habitats 
form where soft rocks like 
clay and mudstone degrade 
into landslides which are 
constantly moving and cre¬ 
ating bare ground and op¬ 
portunities for rare 
pioneering insects and 
plants. 

Many of these kinds of 
plants and insects are na¬ 
tionally rare. Black Ven to 
the east of Lyme Regis is 
one of the most important 
sites in the country - and 
possibly Western Europe - 
for invertebrates. Soft cliff 


habitats depend on the on¬ 
going processes of land¬ 
slides and mudflows to 
sustain their unique biodi¬ 
versity. 

The interesting thing is 
that the geology and fossil 
interest depend on these 
same processes too! With¬ 
out the constantly shifting 
landslides the fossils 
would not be exposed and 
available for collection, 
and the ge¬ 
ology would 
eventually 
become ob¬ 
scured. 

Lyme 
Regis is one 
of the best 
places along 
the Jurassic 
Coast to ex¬ 
plore mod¬ 
ern biodiversity and the 
conservation of rare habi¬ 
tats, the history of life on 
our planet and the links be¬ 
tween biodiversity and ge¬ 
odiversity. They must 
necessarily all be woven 
together if we are to ac¬ 
quire a full understanding 
of our natural heritage. 

The Festival team are de¬ 
lighted to be welcoming 
back many of our key part¬ 
ners in the sciences and 
arts. The team from the 
Natural History Museum 
will have their Fossil 
Roadshow along with ex¬ 
hibits and prize specimens. 


The Jurassic Coast World 
Heritage Site team will 
also be in the tent, along 
with the Jurassic Coast 
Trust. The Dinosaur Run¬ 
way from the University of 
Plymouth will be back too, 
so don’t miss out on your 
chance to walk like a di¬ 
nosaur. 

Local artists Christine 
Allison and Darrell Wake- 
lam will return to the mar¬ 
quees and invite visitors to 
pitch in to create their very 
popular art works. Last 
year Christine’s beautiful 
Tree of Life and Darrell’s 
fabulous 3D sea creatures 
kept everyone involved for 
hours. 

Many of our most popu¬ 
lar performers will be back 
too. Darwin and the Dodo 
return, and their creators 
The Desperate Men will 
have a new show about 
biodiversity too. Herbie 
Treehead will have kids of 
all ages in stitches with his 
magical creatures, and 
local youth music group 
B Sharp will perform a 
piece developed specially 
for the festival. 

On Monday, May 3rd, 
the marquees on the beach 
will hold and Art and Fos¬ 
sil Fair, with a selling ex¬ 
hibition of local artists and 
fossil sellers.

£ £ NEXT time, try not 
to overindulge Mrs 
King”, a throwaway 
remark from a midwife 
which proved the turning 
point for Rebecca’s 
lifestyle change. 

During her third preg¬ 
nancy Rebecca’s weight 
had become such a prob¬ 
lem that it caused diffi¬ 
culties at the birth of her 
youngest son Lewis who 
was born weighing 91b 
lloz. 

Since then, in just over 
two years, Rebecca has 
shed almost five stone 
and now runs the fastest 
growing Slimming World 
group in West Dorset. 

“The midwife’s com¬ 
ment stuck and I thought 
it’s my fault I was big 
and it’s my fault the baby 
was big,” she said. 

“It was a nightmare and 
I thought I’m going to 
prove to myself that I can 
do this and just because 
I’ve had children I don’t 
need to be big.” 

As a child Rebecca had 
always been active but 
like many teenagers she 
succumbed to peer pres¬ 
sure and soon swapped 
sport for smoking to fit in 
with her friends, a habit 
which she also kicked 


THREE-years-ago, Beaminster mother of 
three REBECCA KING had seen her weight 
balloon to 16 stone and anything from a meal 
out with her husband to a walk to the beach 
became a challenging ordeal. Three years on 
and Rebecca has lost almost five stone, runs 
the fastest growing Slimming World group in 
the district and is helping over 80 members 
reach their weight loss goals.

with the start of her 
weight loss. 

“As a child I was very 
active, very busy and 
very slim,” she said. 

“I was always wanting 
to wear clothes that other 
girls wore but was too 
thin. So to go from that to 
being bigger is a real 
shock to the system. I 
used to really struggle.” 

Rebecca had had rea¬ 
sonable success at Slim¬ 
ming World after the 
birth of her first child, 
losing over a stone be¬ 
fore becoming pregnant 
for a second time. 

“I did well but I wasn’t 
really focused because it 
wasn’t the biggest thing 
in my life at the time,” 
she said. 

“I wanted to get back to 
how I was but I was re¬ 
ally enjoying running 
around, snacking and 


being a mum.” 

After the complications 
at the birth of her third 
child Rebecca was deter¬ 
mined to make a success 
of her weight loss. 

Living at Skilling in 
Bridport Rebecca joined 
her local group at St 
Mary’s church hall, its 
location making it easy 
for her to fit in around 
her life as a working 
mum. 

Despite years of strug¬ 
gling with her weight Re¬ 
becca now realised that 
the answer was there all 
along. 

She said: “Just eat a 
healthy balanced diet, 
that’s all it is. It’s about 
working out good foods. 
I’ve really enjoyed it and 
anyone who comes 
round to eat at my house, 
eats the same food as me. 
It’s normal food but just

learning how to eat it. I 
used to get bored and just 
pick but now I know 
what to pick on that’s not 
going to make me put on 
weight.” 

In 2008 Rebecca re-lo¬ 
cated to Beaminster but 
was determined to keep 
her weight loss going. 
Without a group in 
Beaminster to attend she 
found herself driving to 
and from Bridport on a 
regular basis. 

Slimming World be¬ 
came a huge part of Re¬ 
becca’s life, where she 
would regularly stay be¬ 
hind to help pack up and 
chat with friends, despite 
her early morning shifts 
as a cleaner at Bridport 
hospital. 

The leader of her group 
in Bridport, Rachel, then 
planted a seed in Re¬ 
becca’s mind for a group 
in Beaminster. 

“Rachel said to me 
‘have you ever thought of 
doing this, you know 
how it works, you’ve lost 
the weight, you obvi¬ 
ously love it because 
you’re staying behind 
every night, so why don’t 
you do it for you’,” she 
said. 

Rebecca took her up on 
this offer and after a se¬ 
ries of applications, inter¬ 
views and training 
sessions she opened her 
own class in January this 
year. 

The opening night of 
her new group coincided 
with heavy snowfall in 
Beaminster and Rebecca 
began to wonder if she 
would get anywhere near 
the target of 25 new 
members which she had 
been set by Slimming 
World. 

On the first night there 
were 26 new members 
and by the end of the 
month the group had over 
80 members. 

At her first quarterly 
meeting Rebecca re¬ 
ceived the Ruby Award 
from Slimming World for 
attracting over 40 new 
members in the month of 
January and was also 
recognised for having the 
most new members in the 
whole of the district. 

“To be able to let peo¬ 
ple know how much 
weight they had lost the 
next week was the best 
bit for me, when they 
came back and I said the 
weight loss this week is 
seven and a half stone 
they were just shocked. 
The next week more peo¬ 
ple came, we were in the 
Skyrm room instead of 
the hall and we only just 
fit in and I thought ‘what 
have I done’,” she said. 

“It’s really good be¬ 
cause everyone is com¬ 
municating with each 
other, everyone is from 
the community so they 
are all talking to each 



other and the buzz in the 
group is unreal.” 

Rebecca herself had 
reservations about re¬ 
turning to Slimming 
World for the second at¬ 
tempt. Her mother, who 
had agreed to join in 
support of her daughter, 
found herself sitting 
alone in St Mary’s 
Church Hall leaving 
messages on Rebecca’s 
phone promising to 
walk out if she didn’t 
turn up. 

Rebecca has no regrets 
now though and urges 
anyone struggling with 
their weight to give it a 

go. 

“It’s a no humiliation 
thing and everybody’s 
welcome, it’s a room 
full of people who are 
just friends you haven’t 
met yet. 

“I meet every new 
member at the door my¬ 
self and I go through 
what you are doing and 
how to do it and I weigh 
new members not any¬ 
body else. 

“You don’t discuss 
how much you weigh 
ever, unless you want to. 
The only thing we ever 
discuss in our group is a 
weight gain or a loss 


that week but if you 
don’t want to talk about 
that you don’t have to 
either. 

“The group is a sup¬ 
port group really. You sit 
and go through the week 
together and you just get 
loads of tips and ideas 
and support,” she said. 

Three years ago a walk 
from Bridport to West 
Bay would have had Re¬ 
becca in tears but now 
she has found a new 
lease of life, which she 
enjoys with her young 
family. 

“Now I’m a healthy 
non-smoker and back 
into activity again,” she 
said. 

“I have loads more en¬ 
ergy for the children, we 
all have bikes and quite 
often go bike riding and 
things and I love it. 

“Losing the weight has 
changed my life loads. 
I’m more confident. If 
there is a conversation 
going on I feel I can join 
in whereas before, I 
wasn’t shy, but I was 
more restricted and wor¬ 
ried about what people 
would think of me. 

“If I was going out for 
a meal with my husband 
or friends I would al¬ 


ways panic about not 
having anything to wear 
and I would really 
worry about what to 
do.” 

For Rebecca, attend¬ 
ing the Slimming World 
group in Bridport be¬ 
came a night out she 
looked forward to and 
that was what she hoped 
to achieve for others in 
Beaminster.

IF THERE'S one thing the Yanks are good at, it's putting on a show. It 
might be overblown, too long and a tad self-important, but the 
Grammy Awards set the standard when it comes to music related 
knees-ups.

YOUNG parents, in their teens or twenties, do not al¬ 
ways appreciate how soon their offspring will grow 
up and leave the family home.

You may house their bodies but not their souls, 

For their souls dwell in the house of tomorrow, which 
you cannot visit, not even in your dreams. 

You may strive to be like them, 

But seek not to make them like you. 

For life goes not backward nor tarries with yesterday. 

You are the bows from which your children as living 
arrows are sent forth. 

The archer sees the mark upon the path of the infi¬ 
nite, 

And he bends you with His Might that FI is arrows may 
go swift and far. 

Let your bending in the archer's hand be for gladness; 
For even as he loves the arrow that flies, 

So he loves also the bow that is stable. 

We know that the prophet's words are wise but that 
doesn't stop a parent wishing that children could, 
like Peter Pan, have eternal youth. Longfellow cer¬ 
tainly felt that way when he wrote his poem Chil¬ 
dren's Flour. In it he describes the fun he has playing 
with his small children, "Between the dark and the 
daylight/When the night is beginning to lower..." 


and he ends the poem with these two verses of fa¬ 
therly wishful thinking: 

I have you fast in my fortress, 

And I will not let you depart, 

But put you down into the dungeon 
In the round-tower of my heart. 

And there I will keep you forever, 

Yes, forever and a day, 

Till the walls shall crumble to ruin, 

And moulder in dust away!

There was a time her door was never closed.

Don't be a victim of 
car crime, says I AM 


DESPITE alarm systems being fitted 
as standard and an increase in video 
surveillance over the years, the 1AM 
(Institute of Advanced Motorists) has 
warned against complacency and 
given drivers advice on how to re¬ 
duce the chances of a car break-in or 
theft. 

Peter Rodger, 1AM Chief Examiner, 
said: "It seems obvious, but we'd still re¬ 
mind drivers, where possible, to park in 
a well lit, busy area with valuables out 
of view - and make sure your car has 
both an alarm and an immobiliser. 

"Never underestimate the determina¬ 
tion of some thieves: don't leave your 
car keys in a bowl or on a rack by the 
door - one of the most common meth¬ 
ods of stealing a car is using a pole to 
reach through the letterbox to get the 
keys,"said Mr Rodger. 

If you have a garage, now's the time to 
clear out the ski boots and rolls of old 
carpet and make way for the thing it 
was built for - your car - although cars 
have got bigger over the years, mean¬ 
ing most of us have to park outside 
which affects both road safety and car 
security. 

More advice on avoiding car crime: 

• Try to use a car park with the 'Park 
Mark' logo which means it has 
achieved basic standards of 
security - but remember that you 


have no consumer rights in a car 
park and the car park operator has 
no legal responsibility whatsoever 
to protect you rear. 

• Thieves will break into homes to get 
the keys to steal a car. If your car is 
high value, check the security of 
your home. 

• Don't leave the keys in the ignition 
when filling up your car with fuel or 
warming it up - remember your 
insurance could be invalidated if 
you do and your car is stolen. 

• Don't leave a satnav fitting on 
display, and rub off any ring left on 
the windscreen by the suction pad 
- a thief will smash the window and 
go straight to the glove 
compartment to find it. 

• Never store your car's documents 
within it and keep the glove box 
empty, leaving it open to make it 
clear there isn't anything inside. 

• Consider fitting a vehicle tracking 
device to help track and find your 
car if it gets stolen. 

Mr Rodger added: "The value of prop¬ 
erty stolen from your car may be rela¬ 
tively low, but the cost of repair to the 
car will be considerably more, not to 
mention the inconvenience, so vigi¬ 
lance and common sense could save 
you money and hassle.

Grand National entrant Paul Nicholls'TrickyTrickster, 
both horses switched to take on the formidable 
Denman when the Devon officials abandoned the 
chase races due to the state of the course. 

Four fences from home there appeared only two 
in it as Denman and Niche Market led by five 
lengths. However the 1/7 favourite ridden for the 
first time by A P McCoy stumbled at the fence to 
leave Andrew Glassonbury clear of the field. Al¬ 
though he recovered a bad mistake at the tired from 
home unseated McCoy and it looked odds-on that 
Niche Market would win, but Trick Trickster put in a 
storming finish after the last fence to pip Buckler's 
charge on the line. 

"I'm gutted,"said Buckler."l think Niche was in front 
too long and he began to idle a bit but he ran a 
super race. It was a fast run thing; the race was 7 sec¬ 
onds faster than the novices race, and he jumped 
very well. 

"Denman was beaten. McCoy said the tank was 
empty before he made the mistakes so we looked 
to be in the clear. I think if the Nicholls horse had 
been with us at the last he would have picked up 
again and gone on but I think both horse and jockey 
maybe thought the race was run. 

"His aim is still the William Hill Trophy at Chel¬ 
tenham next month before the national. 

Both Niche Market and Tricky Trickster were in¬ 
stalled as 12/1 co-favourites for the Grand National 
by the bookies after the race. 

It was good to see Double Dizzy come back to 
some kind of form after he ran second to Due de 
Regniere at Kempton in the Class 2 Betdaq The Bet¬ 
ting Exchange Graduation Chase over 2 V 2 miles. 

The nine-year-old gave another consistent display 


in going down by 2 Vi lengths but Buckler is still un¬ 
sure what is his best distance and felt that wearing 
blinkers for the first time made no difference to his 
performance. 

Probably his 
best run since Sandown last November." 

He was ridden by 14-times champion jockey A P 
McCoy who felt like Buckler that he wanted better 
ground and that 2 !/> miles was about his distance. 

One who disappointed a bit was Over The Flow 
who was on the wrong end of McCoy's genius when 
beaten into second place at Wincanton byTopsham 
Belle last week. 

Buckler wanting to take advantage before the 101b 
weight penalty imposed for that ride ran her again 
at Kempton on Friday but after taking the lead two 
out weakened to finsh fifth. 

"I took the gamble to run her quickly, and unfortu¬ 
nately it was just too much for her on a fast track. 
She was up there with them and did stay on but it 
was just a bit too quick to run her again." 

Ready or Not in only his third race ran a good race 
to finish fourth at Exeter on Sunday and but for a 
mistake at the last could have snatches second spot. 

"He looked promising but he started to get tired 
and that's when he made the mistake which cost 
him second place," said Buckler. "Unfortunately his 
handicap will suffer for the run." 

Ethiopia continues to show improvement despite 
his sixth place showing at Hereford on Sunday. Car¬ 
rying top weight he battled on without getting in¬ 
volved in the finish. 

Buckler said:" He was carrying top weight and the 
ground was quite dead but he continues his educa¬ 
tion and will go over fences next time."

Having said that, Dorchester do 
play both promotion favourites before the sea¬ 
son's end. Interesting times!! 

WEYMOUTH Nil BRIDPORT 25pts 

CONDITIONS were ideal for running rugby at 
Weymouth, with the ground taking a stud and 
only a slight breeze to worry throwers and kick¬ 
ers. 

The home side kicked off but the first chance 
fell to Bridport after just a couple of minutes 
play. They turned over possession on their op¬ 
ponents'ten yard line, who conceded a penalty. 

The kick slid wide however and Bridport suf¬ 
fered a bit of a blow almost immediately when 
one of their centres went down with what 
looked like a serious injury. It all came to noth¬ 
ing however, for he resumed after treatment. 

In fact it was Bridport who took the lead after 
ten minutes' play. From a scrum on the Wey¬ 
mouth twenty five in midfield, outside half 
Guylor made the initial break and put winger 


Stubbs over in the corner. 

The try remained unconverted and, although 
play for the ensuing few minutes was a little on 
the desultory side, and with no clear pattern 
emerging, it was the visitors who increased 
their lead with twenty five minutes gone. 

After a good run down the narrow side had 
taken play close to the home line, they recy¬ 
cled, sent the ball wide to Idris Croft who gal¬ 
loped over halfway out. Lewis' conversion 
attempt rebounded from a post and Bridport 
led 10-O.They consolidated their position soon 
after. 

Another run down the blind side set the po¬ 
sition and, although they were pushed off their 
own ball by the Weymouth eight man shove, 
the ball was not cleared and a five yard lineout 
ensued. From it Bridport mauled their way over 
halfway out, with number eight Blakesley, who 
had carried well thus far, coming up with the 
ball. 

Again the woodwork had a say as regards the 
conversion kick but Bridport would have been 
satisfied with their 15 point lead. 

At this juncture, Weymouth, who I felt had 
kicked away possession far too much hitherto, 
came back into the contest. Outside half Pe- 
plow made a good break to take play deep into 
the visitors'twenty five. The cover got to him 
eventually, but the defence infringed. 

Quickly taken penalties and attacking scrum¬ 
mages followed as Weymouth laid siege 
throughout the final ten minutes of the half. 
The Bridport defence held however and good 
work by scrum-half Bullock, who caught his op¬ 
posite number in possession at the base of a 
scrum, saw the ball cleared to the twenty five 
as the half-time whistle blew. 

Weymouth caught their opponents napping 
a little at the start of the second-half. Full-back 
Lewis took the ball into contact and his posi¬ 
tion was not covered by a colleague. 

A diagonal kick by Peplow found them out 
and set up a good attacking position. A knock 
on checked their progress however, and Brid¬ 
port cleared. I thought Bridport had made the 
game safe after some fifteen minutes after they 
had taken advantage of mishandling in the 
home midfield. 


They hacked on and got over but were ad¬ 
judged to have been held up. A penalty was 
conceded subsequently and Weymouth kicked 
clear. The try that sewed the result up, came on 
the hour and followed an excellent break by 
stand off, Guylor. 

He received rather scruffy ball in midfield, 
slipped his initial tackier and found a gap. He 
ran to within ten yards of the post and his of¬ 
fload found Croft who got over for his second 
of the game. Again the woodwork prevented 
the extras being added, but Bridport were now 
twenty points clear. 

It became clear however that, although they 
were lacking a little in cohesion, Weymouth 
were conceding nothing. They had retained a 
considerable edge in the set scrums through¬ 
out and made several forays into the Bridport 
territory during the final quarter but these met 
with no success and the visitors had the final 
say. 

From a ruck in midfield they turned over pos¬ 
session. Croft broke decisively and put replace¬ 
ment winger Wren, over in the corner. 
Bridport's place kicker, Lewis, will be probably 
renamed "Woody" in view of his affection for 
the Weymouth woodwork. 

He struck his conversion kick well enough 
and I thought he was going to round off his af¬ 
ternoon by hitting the crossbar. It ducked just 
under however, leaving him just a little frus¬ 
trated but his side pretty pleased with their af¬ 
ternoon's work. 

Weymouth for their part, were suffering from 
a long injury list that prevented them from 
playing with over much cohesion.They scrum¬ 
maged well but perhaps were guilty of kicking 
possession away. 

I did think that they were more effective 
when they ran, ball in hand, at their opponents. 

PREVIEW 

THERE are a few"ifs, buts,"and the odd "maybe" 
about the challenges that face one or two of 
the local sides on Saturday next. 

BRIDPORT entertain BLANDFORD in the 
Dorset & Wilts league Division One (South) and 
should, on paper, gather the two league points, 
for their opponents have not had the best of 


seasons and are very much in the bottom half 
of the table currently.

This one is 
probably too close to call, although Wey¬ 
mouth's long injury list will not help their cause 
overmuch. 

DORCHESTER have the easiest game of the 
three local sides when they travel to DEVIZES. 
They put well over 50 points on the board 
when playing these opponents earlier in the 
season and I do expect them to win comfort¬ 
ably, and to maintain their very useful league 
position. 

As to the second sides, Dorchester seconds 
face a pretty difficult"ask"against visitors Sher¬ 
borne seconds, while Bridport seconds, who 
have only played a couple of times this year, 
will probably have as much as they can handle 
at South Wilts. 

Weymouth seconds take on Dorchester thirds 
in a friendly game.
